Relatives of the thousands of 


people who disappeared during 
Argentina's “Dirty War” against 
suspected leftists have asked 
President Néstor Kirchner to 
open the files of the armed forces 
to aid their search for the miss- 
ing. Kirchner met with represen- 
tatives of the Mothers and 
Grandmothers of Plaza de Mayo 
late Wednesday when they made 


the request. 

“We asked him to demand 
that military commanders open 
all their records to find out what 
happened to the thousands who 
disappeared,” said Nora Cor- 
tinas, a member of the group. 

Cortinas said they also 
asked the president to sack all 
those armed forces and security 
force officers who were posted 
at military barracks and police

hicle License Fee increase. Mayor Ron Gonzales says the city faces 
an additional $50 million dollar deficit. The mayor says all city 
departments including police and fire will face cuts.” 

No one in the city government seems to know, or is willing to 
go on the record, as to where the government will make all of 
these needed cuts and at what level. One high-level city official 
said that “everything is on the table,” and that the decision-mak- 
ing process has only just begun. 

Should library hours be cut? Should a fire house be closed? 
What about cut backs in police service levels or reductions to parks 
and recreational services? 

These are the questions that demand answers from the resi- 
dents of San Jose and the people that they elected to represent 
them.

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Fox, tres años después It pays to be bilingual

¡Vaya que pasa el tiempo 
rápido!... se sienten como “quince 
minutos de los de Chiapas”. 

La administración del Presi- 
dente Vicente Fox se encuentra 
justo ala mitad de su camino. Esta 
semana, el primer mandatario de 
oposición en mas de siete décadas 
cumplió tres años al frente de 
México. 

Resulta interesante ver las 
estadísticas que revelan como la 
popularidad del Ejecutivo Federal 
se ha ido poco a poco, desmoro- 
nando 

Encuestas realizadas por los 
diarios nacionales Reforma y El 
Universal de México, indican 
claramente este descenso. Veamos. 

Cuando el presidente Fox 
asumió al poder el | de diciembre 
del 2000. presentaba niveles de 
aprobación del 70 por ciento, uno 
de los más altos sin duda. que haya 
registrado un Presidente de Mé- 
XICO. 

Y mí me tocó cubrir su toma 
de protesta cuando trabajé para 
CNN En Español. La noticia que 
seguí muy de cerca no sólo en 
América Latina sino también aquí, 
Estados Unidos y en Europa. Re- 
cuerdo como la gente. (y no aca- 
rriados) salía a la calle a saludarlo... 
corría para verlo personalmente. 
La alegría era popular y no fingida. 

Ahora. esos números se han 


ido desintegrando. 


La falta de cumplimiento en 
sus promesas de cambio y prospe- 
ridad, como lo cita “CNN En Es- 
panol”, han ocasionado que, entre 
otras cosas, los números bajen. 

A más de 1.090 días en el po- 
der, el pueblo de México y los par- 
tidos políticos, califican la actua- 
ción del mandatario como “errá- 
tica” y “accidentada”. 

La población reprueba sus ma- 
nejos especialmente en las áreas de 
economía, la Reforma Eléctrica y 
la Fiscal. El desempleo es otro “do- 
lor de cabeza para la administra- 
ción Fox, al no haber podido crear, 
al menos hasta ahora, el millón de 
empleos que había prometido”. 

El infructífero manejo de 
Chiapas es otro “prietito en el 
arroz” para el Presidente Fox. Ya 
pasaron “mas que 15 minutos” y 
el problema sigue vigente y las plá- 
ticas están más estancadas que las 
zonas pantanosas del sureste mex1- 
cano. 

El respeto a los derechos hu- 
manos ha dejado también mucho 
que desear en estos primeros tres 
años de gobierno del presidente 
mexicano. Como ejemplo: el asesi- 
nato de Digna Ochoa. una abogada 
defensora de los derechos humanos 
que fue encontrada muerta en sus 
oficinas en la Ciudad de México... 
el caso, como el de las 300 mujeres 
asesinadas en Juárez... continúa sin 
respuesta. 

El “pobre” manejo de la po- 
breza, de los problemas de 10 mi- 
llones de indígenas que continúan 
en el rezago económico del país... 
Fox está viendo que este panorama 
no sólo se resuelve vistiéndose co- 
mo indio huichol y hacer una serie 
de espacios televisivos que mues- 
tren su empatía con esta clase mar- 
ginada. 

Estas son algunas de las razo- 


nes por las que la popularidad de 
Fox bajó a 58% de los ciudadanos 
que dicen respaldarlo. Esto repre- 
senta una pérdida de 22 puntos al 
porcentaje de apoyo que presentó 
al inicio de su administración. 

Dentro del marco de las cele- 
braciones del tercer año de gobier- 
no foxista, el Presidente se defen- 
dió negando los rumores de que sea 
incompetente o que se encuentre 
cansado. Para él, estas críticas son 
características de democracia. 

El mandatario federal asegura 
tener la misma vitalidad que al ini- 
cio de su sexenio. Subrayó sin em- 
bargo que “la tarea del país no es 
de un sólo hombre”. “Necesitamos 
sumar voluntades, trabajar en equi- 
po. renunciar a intereses particula- 
res y poner los intereses de México 
por encima de todo”... dijo Fox. 

Pero para los mexicanos. la fe 
de cambio se centraba en la figura 
presidencial. Una figura que no 
“pinta para el futuro”. 

Y como ejemplo su pueblo. 
Los habitantes de San Cristóbal, 
Guanajuato. en donde Fox tiene su 
rancho, se quejan de que “están 
igual. O peor... ni a drenaje llega- 
mos”, declararon algunos de ellos 
al periódico El Universal. 

Quizá. la única mejora que 
vieron los residentes de ese pue- 
blito, fueron los arreglos que se hi- 
cieron cuando el Presidente asumió 
el poder. Se introdujeron líneas te- 
lefónicas, se pintaron las calles 
principales y se le dio su arregladita 
a la plaza. 

Los habitantes de este pueblo 
quisieran quizá, que en México se 
permitiera la reelección, para ver 
si con esta segunda vuelta, con mu-

In Seguin, Texas. the city 
council voted recently to provide 
a $30 per month stipend to 42 city 
jobs which provide services to 
Spanish-speaking residents. The 
vote was later changed and Seguin 
will not provide stipends. 

Many municipalities across 
the country, however, do offer sti- 
pends to firefighters, police. and 
social workers who possess bilin- 
gual skills. 

The Phoenix Fire Department 
gives bilingual employees a $100 
a month of extra pay. Bilingual 
police officers in El Mirage, Ari- 
zona receive an extra $100 a 
month, and in Glendale, AZ $75. 
Los Angeles city employees in 
designated bilingual positions re- 
ceive a 5,5 percent bonus if they 
use their interpreting and writing 
skills. Other agencies around the 
country offer similar compensa- 
tion. 

To qualify for the extra sti- 
pend one needs to pass a profi- 
ciency test in Spanish. The lin- 
guistic skills can be acquired in 
any way. One may have learned 
the skills as a child, in school, 


On Latino minds: Schwarzenegger can handle politics

coming a stumbling block for 
California's new governor, the red- 
hot issue of driver's licenses for il- 
legal immigrants is being skillfully 
wielded by Arnold Schwarzen- 
egger as a bargaining chip with 
state Democrats.

Los Angeles- Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger is proving to be a more 
skillful politician than many ex- 
pected. 

Only a few weeks into his ad- 
ministration, California's new gov- 
ernor is using the explosive issue 
of driver's licenses for undocu- 
mented immigrants as a bargain- 
ing chip with state Democrats, 
scoring quick political points to 
further other issues on his ambi- 
tious agenda and showing progress 
on keeping campaign promises. 

Five days after becoming gov- 
ernor, Schwarzenegger sat down 
with state Sen. Gil Cedillo (D-Los 
Angeles) to talk about drivers li- 
censes, and offered him a deal: the 
governor would support a driver's 
license bill similar to the one that 
was vetoed by former governor 
Gray Davis last year and help kill 
a referendum against it set for the 


March ballot. 

In exchange for that, Cedillo 
would have to support the repeal 
of his own driver's license law, 
SB60, for which the senator fought 
for more than five years, and de- 
liver enough Democratic votes in 
the State Assembly to give Schwar- 
zenegger the two-thirds majority 
he needs to repeal the law. 

“He had kind of a sophisti- 
cated understanding of the issue. I 
thou-ght it was remarkable,” 
Cedillo says, talking about his 45- 
minute meeting with the governor 
on Nov. 21. Schwarzenegger, ac- 
cording to the Democratic senator, 
agreed with Cedillo's demand not 
to support any efforts to create a 
different license for the undocu- 
mented that could open the door to 
discrimination. He also accepted 
the idea of providing licenses to 
everyone as long as effective back- 
ground checks were included and 
drivers insurance was available. 

“He said that we could reduce 
the number of people who oppose 
the licenses, which now stands at 
70 percent according to polls, if we 
worked on it together,” Cedillo 
says. “It would be one thing for the 
conservatives to oppose me and the 
Democrats, and another altogether 
to fight Schwarzenegger and the 
Republican leadership.” 

The non-politician “governor 
of the people” is learning fast the 
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art of speaking to both sides of an 
issue, and it shows in small details, 
such as when he mentioned repeal- 
ing SB60 in his inaugural address 
without qualifying what it was or 
even saying the word “immi- 
grants.” Those who knew what 
SB60 was got the message. 

During the recall campaign, 
killing the bill to grant driver's li- 
censes for “illegals” — signed dur- 
ing the recall campaign by the 
Davis administration— was ag- 
gressively pushed by the Republi- 
can candidates and by conservative 
talk show hosts, who screamed 
about two “evil” policies fueling 
middle class anger: the tripling of 
California's car registration tax, 
and immigrant driver's licenses. 
Schwarzenegger used the issue 
again and again, capitalizing on the 
fears of mass immigration that al- 
ways resonate with a huge segment 
of California voters. 

Some activists in the pro-im- 
migrant community are calling on 
Cedillo not to trust Schwarze- 
negger. They say the senator 
trusted Gray Davis on the issue and 
was burned several times. They ar- 
gue that the conservative hard-lin- 
ers who started the referendum 
against SB60 would not follow the 
gover-nor's lead anyway. 

“They will not stand for this, 
and will not sit idly and allow a 
driver's license for undocumented 
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immigrants to become a reality.” 
said Angelica Salas, from the Coa- 
lition for Humane Immigrant 
Rights of Los Angeles (CHIRLA). 
“Cedillo says there's a commitment 
by the governor, but there's noth- 
ing in writing.” 

Bill Bird, spokesperson for 
Sen. Rick Oller (R-Sacramento), 
who carried the bill to repeal SB60 
at the request of the governor, said 
Schwarzenegger approached Oller, 
asking him to take the lead on this 
issue. “Some on the other side are 
suggesting that they have an assur- 
ance by the governor that he'll sup- 
port a bill in the future,” Bird says. 
“The governor didn't mention any 
of that to the senator.” 

Schwarzenegger and his spo- 
kespersons do say the governor is 
open to considering an alternative 
driver's license bill that includes 
security measures such as a back- 
ground check and assurances that 
drivers are able to buy insurance. 
During the recent hearing on the 
repeal of SB60, Senate Republican 
leader Jim Brulte, who had been 
helping to fund the referendum 
against SB60, apparently worked 
in tandem with the governor to help 
secure a commitment from the 
California Republican Assembly 
that it would not submit signatures 
for an anti-drivers licenses ballot 
initiative if SB60 is repealed. Other 
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through travel, or through self 
study. 

Since many of the employees 
who often get these extra stipends 
are Hispanics. the programs ap- 
pear to be ethnically motivated. 

That's not true because any - 
one passing the proficiency test. 
regardless of ethnicity, qualifies 
for the stipend. The linguistic 
skills are no different than com- 
puter abilities or any other special 
ized training employees might 
have. 

l examined the bilingual tests 
given by an agency in California. 
They focus, on phrases police. 
firefighters. and social workers 
need to be able to deal with Span 
ish-speaking chents. The lingurs 
tic knowledge was not complex 
and anyone who had taken two ot 
three semesters of college Span- 
ish could pass the “basic” level 
and get the 25-50 dollar stipend, 

The “advanced” level was 
more demanding but the supend os 
range was 575-120 a month. To 
pass this test, employees require 
more education and in all likel 
hood some specialized linguistic 
training. 

Providing stipends for proti 
ciency toemployees who have bi- 
lingual skills is a very inexpensive 
way of dealing with the situation 
Having to hire professional inter- 
preters can be prohibitively ex 
pensive. 

However, services in Spanish 
are problematic not just because 
of the question of stipends but also 
because the idea of language 
causes conflicts. Some people ar- 
gue that services should be avail- 
able only in English. 

In fact, providing services in 
languages other than English ts 
the law in many cases. Former 
President Bill Clinton signed Ex- 
ecutive Order 13166. which re- 
quires that any organization that 
receives federal funding make a 
reasonable effort to provide ser- 
Vices in languages other than En- 
glish. An English-only group has 


sued President George Bush for 
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not rescinding the order. 

Section 203 of The Voting 
Rights Act says that if more than 
5% or 10.000 voting-age citizens 
ina county don't speak English 
“very well.” according to the U.S. 
Census figures, and are fluent in 
another language, election mate 
rials need to be translated. 

But even if the law does not 
force agencies to provide service 
in other languages, companies and 
other groups do so voluntarily. By 
making services available, immi- 
grants can integrate faster into 
mainstream. Driver's license tests 
in other languages are an obvious 
example. By being able to drive 
legally. people can move more 
easily and interact with Americans 
rather than being isolated in their 
linguistic and social ghetto. 

Some people argue that by 
providing services in other lan- 
guages people never learn En- 
ehish. Its too casy. There is no 
incentive. 

The faét is that there are 
strong incentives to learn English 
his 1s mostevident in education 
If one wants to be successful, one 
must become literate in English. 
No American university offers 
medical school training in any lan- 
guage other than English. To be- 
come a lawyer. one needs to learn 
English. To become an engineer, 
1Us the same 

Thus immigrants know very 
well that the ticket out of menial 
work is learning English. 

Paying employees a small sti- 
pend for bilingual skills is a smart 
way to encourage growth and un- 
derstanding in our multicultural 
society. It sends a message to em- 
ployees that their skills and 
knowledge are valuable and that 
those being served are also valu- 


able.
